Arab PoWs getting 
good treatment, hope 
to go home soon

HAIFA. — The condition of Arab 
soldiers interned at a PoW camp 
in the northern area is satisfactory, 
and their only wish is to return 
home as soon as possible, a dele- 
gation of representatives of the Is- 
rae] Medical Association and Am- 
nesty International found yester- 
day.

Israel physician who was taken 
prisoner on the southern front and 
released in the recent exchange of 
prisoners with Egypt. 

Syrian, Iraqi and Moroccan pri- 
soners are held at the camp, among 
them Dr. Haled Okasha, the only 
Syrian medical officer in Israel cap- 
tivity. 

“We are satisfied that the treat- 
ment accorded to Dr. Okasha 15 
good, He himself had no com- 
plaints,” Prof. Feldman said after 
the visit. 

{The Medical Association solicit- 
ed support from physicians around 


the world for Charies Kovalsky, the 
Israel medical officer held 

in Syria, Confirmation of Kovalsky’s 
PoW status was received just a 
week before the release of the PoW 
list by the Syrians.) 

Dr. Weintraub said he and Dr. 
Okasha had shaken hands but had 
been unable to talk with one an- 
other because the prisoner only 
spoke Arabic. His clear impression 
was that Dr. Okasha was being 
well treated. “He's certainly treated 
better than Iwas by the Egyp- 
Dr. Okasha, conversing in Arabic 
with a Jerusalem Post reporter, 
said he had recently received three 
letters and several from 
his family in Syria. He was “killing 
time" by reading and playing games 
with his fellow prisoners. Dr. Oka- 
sha had no complaints against the 
camp commanders and his only wish 
was to return home as soon as pos- 
sible, 

“Y don’t know when that will 
be... I don’thear the radio news, 
put I know of the contacts between 
Israel and Syria on the separation 
of forces," he said. 


HIGH COURT INTERIM ORDER 
Rabbinate barred from 


‘political’ intervention 


The High Court of Justice yester- 
day granted a private citizen’s re- 
quest for an interim order barring 
the Chief Rabbinate and the Tel Aviv 
District Rabbinical Court from inter- 
vening in any way in matters con- 
nected with setting up a Govern- 
ment coalition. 

Answering an application from Tel 
Aviv lawyer Shmuel Segal, Justice 
Moshe Etzioni also ordered the Rab- 
Dinical court to show cause why it 
should not cancel any decision it 
may have taken against the Na- 
tional Religious Party's joining the 
coalition. It also ordered both bodles 
to show cause why they should not 
refrain from discussing “the issue 
connected with the NRP's conditions 
for joining the coalition.” 

(The NRP has made its pre- 
sence in the new coalition con- 
ditional on amending the Law 
of Return to recognize only or- 
thodox conversions, The party ac-

Israel's foreign trade deficit is going to top a 


record $3,000m. this wear. cover 
half an import bill of $6, , Official sources 
say. 


This is one of the first problems to be faced 
by the new Government when it is formed. 

The above import figure includes “special de- 
fence acquisitions" to be financed with the aid of 
the U.S. Government. Tables recently published 
by a committee under Professor Michael Bruno 
(which has been reporting to the Economic 
visory Council on economic developments in 1974) 
omit this, Special arms purchase a but ers 
an impu 0 Gera δ ence im:

(It_is the same figure as appears for last year.) 

On this reckoning, the trade deficit will reach 


(fo » imports were billed to 
crease by eight per cent annually, and exports 
by 14 per cent. The trade deficit was supposed 
to narrow fom $1,197m. in 1971 to $950m. in 1976. 

In fact, the trade gap widened in 1973. The de- 
ficit would have increased by $550m. even if there 
had been no war. Calculations based on the first 
nine months (before the October hostilities) show 
that exports were rising by 30 per cent — and im- 
ports by 37 per cent. (Net of price inflation, the 
increase was 10 and 20 per cent respectively.) 

Therefore the trade balance has been deterio- 
rating for reasons unconnected with the fighting. 
The effect of the war was to reduce both exports 
and imports somewhat, leaving a similar net result. 
Exports (during the whole of 1973) rose by $394m., 
imports by $1,008m. 

The terms of trade are moving adversely. The 
Bruno report assumes that the average price rise

ROME (UPI). — Defence lawyers 
for American author Robert Katz 
yesterday asked a Rome court to 
question Pope Paul on whether the 
late Pope Plus XT knew in ad- 
vance of the massacre of 335 Ro- 
mans by Nazi occupiers, The court 
then adjourned for three weeks.

Luxury living in for pensioners home |

ps moving to an old-age home “the 
last regort"” for an older person 
or is it a luxurious way to retire? 
For the residents of Hamavri Pen- 
sioners Club which opened a 
month ogo in Kfar Saba — it is 


. Moxt definitely a matter of choice 


and of luxury. Surrounded by gar- 
dens, the club offers accommoda- 
tions which, In the words of one 
resident, “put some of the fanciest 
hotels to shame,” 


Hamavri (Ministry of Welfare su- 
pervised) can accommodate 100 to 
120 persons, ‘but so far only a small 
number of residents have moved In. 
“At least 60 per cent of our re- 
sidents have to be from abroad,” 
explained Jacob Ben-Hur, an ex- 
perienced hotel manager who is ma- 
nager of Hamavri. (The facility has 
the status of on “approved enter- 
prise,” receiving credit and other 
Special benefits from the Ministry 
of Tourism which is why only 40 
per cent of the rooms may be rent- 
ed to Israelis.) “A lot of people from 
abroad are in correspondence with 
us about coming. There are many 
older people who want to come here 
but who don’t want to buy an apart- 
ment and have to worry about keep- 
ing house or hiring household help, 
This may be the perfect answer.” 


Residents are selected very care- 
fully. They must be independent 
enough to get to the dining-room 
and to enjoy the many other faci- 
lities now being developed at Ha- 
mavri. They must also be on the 
same cultural level as the other re- 
sidents, most of whom speak Ger- 
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man — though some know English 
or Hebrew, 

So far, there are few organized 
astivitles because the aumber of re- 
sidents Is so smal] and because the 
club's cars are mobilized. (For 
lack of any other vehicles, provi- 
sions are being brought to Hamavri 
each day by horse and wagon.) How- 
ever, the wife of one of the owners 
— whose hobby is miniature sculp- 
ture gives sculpture lessons 
twice a week, and an entire kinder- 
garten from a local school came 
to spend Tu Bishvat at Hamavyri. 
Since public transportation is very 
close at hand, the residents have 
no difficuty going into town on 
thelr own, 


I visited one resident (most were 
off to town, 2 79-year-old G2rman- 
born Israeli woman, in her large, 
well-ordered room. She had brought 
a sizeable Ifprary and record col- 
lection with her; the records are 
arranged in chronological order 
and represent the finest serious mu- 
sic of the last 200 years, “I came 
here because I felt the time had 
come,” she explained in answer to 
my question. “My daughter raised 
six children and now that they've 
all left home she decided to go to 
the university, I had been sick last 
year and finally came to the con- 
clusion that I don't want to be in 
the house alone while my daughter 
is at the university and my son- 
in-law is at work. What if I fall? 
What if I'm sick? And just when 
I had made ἃ definite decision to 
look for a place, I saw an ad for 
Hamavri. We came to look at the 
Place on Election Day and I moved 
in a few days later.” 


A large double room at Hamavyri 
costs. $470 01.974} a month after 
payment of a $9,200.00 (IL38,640) 
entrance fee, or $750 (313,150) 
without the entrance fee. The small 
single room costs $320 (IL1,344) 
with a $6,200 (IL26,040) entrance 
fee or $525 (112,205) without an 
entrance fee. “I should mention that 
People can come here for several 
months’ vacation, too... I should also 
mention that the company which 
owns this club, Hamavri Limited, 
also owns 3 hospital for the chro- 
nically Ul. There 1a a definite con- 
nection between the two types of 
business.” 


Sympathetic management 


COINCIDENTALLY, the day on 
which I visited Hamavri was 
also the day on which Aliza Ario- 
witz — supervisor of the Service 
for the Aged at the Ministry of 
Welfare District Office in Jaffa — 
came to inspect the facility. A few 
days later, we met in her office. 
“Hamavri is going to be a good 
home. The owners 
understand the problems of ‘the 
aged and really want to offer the 
best possible services. They've set 
up a hobby room, ἃ social hall 
and all the facilities we recom- 
mend.” 

Many private institutions do not 
merit these words of praise, Mrs, 
Ariowitz sald. “Many small homes 
don't come to us for ἃ Heence, even* 
though they are required to by law. 
We often find out about them by 
accident and then we have to coax 
or compel them to apply for a l- 
cence and to meet out requirements. 


Several should be closed, but we 
as social workers also have to con- 
sider the fact that people live in 
them and do not wish to leave.” 


Of course, there are also publicly 
financed homes run by charitable 
associations, settlers’ associations, 
the Histadrut (Mishan), the muni- 
cipalities, J.D.C. Malben and other 
organizations. “We have special 
contractual arrangements with cer- 
tain homes, public or private, to 
take residents whom we refer to 
them through the local welfare of- 
fices, I would say that the people 
who come to us requesting to be 
sent to a home run the gamut of 
the population, including university 
graduates.” 

People who do not need assistance 
from the Welfare Ministry choose 
their own home, usually without 
any professional advice. "It is very 
important that people not go to 
homes which do not have licences. 
Actually, I wish we could offer ad- 
vice to everyone who is inkki 
about going to ome, because a home 
is not the best solution for everyone, 
and there are some people who 
might be better off remaining in 
the community if they get house- 
hold help or other special services. 
But we just don’t have the man- 
power to invite the public to come 
for advice. We are trying to train 
People at existing information 
centres to offer advice on services 
to the aged. Also, we hope that 
eventually every local welfare of- 
fice will have a special worker who 
deals with the aged and that worker 
may be able to offer advice to the 
public — if only people would not 
feel there is a stigma attached to
